Stapleton is an important shipping center, with rows of docks along 
the water-front facing the Narrows. Ship-building and other in- 
dustrial plants are located in this section. Although Stapleton is 
one of the oldest settlements in the New York area, it still has many 
open fields, many proposed streets which have not been cut through 
the vacant areas. Much of the district is made up of low-priced 
two-family and multiple-family homes. But there are also several 
areas of superior homes. There is a summer bungalow section 
below the Government Reservation. Stapleton is one of the larger 
districts of Staten Island, but its ten-year growth in population has 
been only 6 per cent. Principal shopping avenues are Bay Street, 
Victory Boulevard, and Van Duzer Street.
